PETA takes on 
Golden Arches 


Method of chicken slaughter at heart of debate

Nine years after calling a truce with 
McDonald’s, People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals says it is going on 
a new offensive against the Oak Brook- 
based fast-food giant, this time over the 
most humane way to kill a chicken. 

Should chickens be knocked uncon- 
scious with a jolt of electricity and then 
have their throats cut, the conventional 
method of slaughter in this country? Or 
should they be gassed, a practice used to 
some extent in Europe? 

PETA, known for its in-your-face pro- 
test style, claims the latter induces less 
suffering. So it’s taken its cause to the 
U.S. chicken industry’s biggest customers, 
including McDonald’s and KEC. 

PETA has been waging war against 
KEC since 2003 with its “Kentucky Eried 
Cruelty” campaign, boycotting the firm, 
staging thousands of protests at KEC res- 
taurants and using shock tactics like dous- 
ing company executives in fake blood. 


KEC has refused to give in. 

“When PETA protests our restaurants, 
we have to add additional staff because 
sales actually increase while they’re there,” 
the company said in a statement to the 
Tribune. 

Still, KEC franchisees in Canada, repre- 
senting about 750 restaurants, agreed last 
year to begin buying chickens from suppli- 
ers that use the gas slaughter method. 

Now, PETA is turning its attention to 
McDonald’s. 

Expect a boycott and the KEC treat- 
ment from PETA at McDonald’s, starting 
with a planned protest Monday featur- 
ing rock star Chrissie Hynde at the big 
McDonald’s in River North, the organiza- 
tion says. PETA is largely reinstating the 
“McCruelty” campaign it last used against 
McDonald’s in 2000. 

McDonald’s made major animal welfare 
changes in 2000, changes it insisted had 
nothing to do with PETA, including audit- 
ing slaughterhouses to ensure humane 


treatment. 

PETA is aiming to pressure McDonald’s 
and KEC into convincing U.S. chicken 
suppliers to rejigger their plants to the gas 
method of slaughter. McDonald’s has the 
power to “require that changes be made” 
by its suppliers, said Matt Prescott, PETA’s 
director of corporate affairs. 

McDonald’s has studied the chicken 
issue extensively, including conducting its 
own tests on the gas method of slaughter, 
said Bob Langert, McDonald’s vice presi- 
dent of corporate social responsibility “It’s 
not conclusive that it’s more humane.” 

About 30 percent of the chicken 
McDonald’s buys in Europe comes from 
slaughterhouses that use the gas method. 
But in this country, the technology hardly 
exists in the chicken industry 

But there is disagreement even within 
animal welfare circles over which method 
should be used. 

“There is not definite proof either is more 
humane,” said Marie Wheatley president of 
the American Humane Association. “Both 
technologies are acceptable in minimizing 
pain and suffering.”

» The recovery package 
has tax breaks for 
families that send a child 
to college, purchase a 
new car, buy a first home or make the ones they 
own more energy efficient. 

» Millions of workers can expect to see about $13 
extra in their weekly paychecks, starting around 
June, from a new $400 tax credit to be doled out 
through the rest of the year. Couples would get 
up to $800. In 2010, the credit would be about 
$7.70 a week, if it is spread over the entire year. 

» Eirst-time homebuyers who purchase their 
homes before Dec. i would be eligible for an 
$8,000 tax credit, and people who buy new cars 
before the end of the year can write off the sales 
taxes. 

» Homeowners who add energy-efficient win- 
dows, furnaces and air conditioners can get a tax 
credit to cover 30 percent of the costs, up to a 
total of $1,500. College students— or their par- 
ents— are eligible for tax credits of up to $2,500 
to help pay tuition and related expenses in 2009 
and 2010. 

» Those receiving unemployment benefits this 
year wouldn’t pay any federal income taxes on 
the first $2,400 they receive. 

»The $1,000 child tax credit would be extended 
to more low-income families that don’t make 
enough money to pay income taxes, and poor 
families with three or more children will get an 
expanded Earned Income Tax Credit.

A little dinner, 
a little b-ball 
for Obama

President Obama spent at least part of his 
Sunday in Chicago doing two things he loves to 
do: play basketball and watch basketball. 

Obama spent about two hours on a basketball 
court at the University of Chicago Laboratory 
Schools, where his two daughters attended 
before the family’s move to Washington in early 
January 

He played four games, with his team losing the 
final and championship game by a basket. 

The president was joined on the court by sev- 
eral Chicago friends, including Marty Nesbitt, 
Dr. Eric Whitaker and Alan King. White House 
aides Reggie Love and Marvin Nicholson also 
played with their boss. 

He even had time for a haircut. 

After a three-day weekend at home, Obama 
and his family are scheduled leave for Washington 
from O’Hare about lo a.m. Monday 

When the family arrived Friday evening, they 
took a 15-minute chopper ride past Chicago’s 
skyline to Daniel Burnham Park on the South 
Side, before a quick motorcade to their Kenwood 
home. 

Obama was expected to watch the NBA All- 
Star Game at Nesbitt’s house. 

His on-court ability, meanwhile, was dis- 
sected on national TV, when CNN’s “State of 
the Union with John King” asked several cur- 
rent and former NBA stars to review his moves 
as file video of Obama playing during the cam- 
paign was aired. 

“He’s smart at the game,” former Lakers star 
Earvin “Magic” Johnson said. 

Obama’s basketball game came the morn- 
ing after he and First Lady Michelle enjoyed a 
Valentine’s Day dinner at Table Fifty-Two, the 
Gold Coast spot owned by Oprah Winfrey’s one- 
time personal chef. Art Smith. 

Smith, a renowned cookbook author who 
served Winfrey for 10 years, greeted the couple 
as they entered the restaurant while fellow din- 
ers applauded and cheered. 

The Obamas smiled and waved before head- 
ing to a private dining room on the second floor, 
patrons said. 

Their meal lasted for about two hours, accord- 
ing to media pool reports. 

“Everyone seemed to be in awe. Everyone’s 
phones opened up,” said Brandon Byrne, 22, 
a Northwestern student who was celebrating 
Valentine’s Day at the restaurant.

The sinking economy is driving Chicago- 
area mass transit agencies into the ground, 
according to new data. 

The new numbers are so bleak that the 
“doomsday” service cuts and fare hikes 
threatened more than a year ago appear 
mild in comparison to the sweeping mea- 
sures that would be needed to fill gaping 
budget holes the CTA, Metra and Pace are 
facing. 

That’s the grim scenario, even though 
riders may be under the impression that 
recent fare hikes at all three transit agen- 
cies have erased funding worries. 

Tax revenues the CTA receives for its 
operating budget are estimated to fall 
below projections by $58 million for 2008 
when the final figures for December are 
received, and $155 million less than tar- 
geted for 2009 out of a $1.3 billion bud- 
get, according to Regional Transportation 
Authority documents obtained by the 
Tribune. 

The RTA also is eyeing big funding 
reductions in the Metra and Pace bud- 
gets. “My first knowledge about these 
very serious projections that the RTA has 


given us occurred this week,” CTA Acting 
President Dorval Carter Jr. said late Friday 
when asked to comment on an RTA memo 
dated Feb. 12. “It was surprising.” 

The total estimated CTA shortfall— 
$213 million— dwarfs the $158 million defi- 
cit the CTA faced in its 2008 budget until 
state lawmakers and Chicago aldermen 
raised taxes dedicated to transit in 2008, 
averting a partial shutdown of the agency 

This time, the new numbers would basi- 
cally shut down the system if the General 
Assembly or the RTA failed to provide a 
solution, CTA officials said. 

“Clearly we will look at more internal 
belt-tightening measures, but I don’t want 
to speculate on more fare increases or any- 
thing else,” Carter said. 

State lawmakers thought they fixed the 
funding problems, at least for five to 10 
years, when they voted to increase mass- 
transit subsidies by boosting the transit 
portion of the sales tax in the six-county 
area. Chicago also increased its real estate 
transfer tax, directing more money to the 
CTA. 

But sales taxes and real estate taxes have 
plummeted during the economic slow- 


down, reigniting the budget crisis. 

CTA officials said they will rely heav- 
ily on the RTA to provide stopgap fund- 
ing until the economy recovers from the 
recession and tax collections increase as 
part of people spending more money 

“These are choices the individual opera- 
tors need to make. Other businesses are 
all in the same boat,” said RTA Executive 
Director Steve Schlickman, adding that 
the RTA has been meeting with CTA, 
Metra and Pace officials about the prob- 
lem since the first of the year. 

“It’s not like we haven’t given them any 
direction,” Schlickman said. “We will be 
very interested to see what the CTA says 
at its Wednesday board meeting.” 

But CTA officials said they have been 
seeking information from the RTA for six 
months and warning that the CTA could 
not belt-tighten its way out of huge tax 
revenue shortfalls. 

“The RTA said, ‘Don’t worry, we’ll take 
care of this,’ ” said a CTA official who 
did not want to be identified. “The RTA 
wanted more power. Well, they got it, so 
what are they going to do about the worst 
doomsday we’ve ever had?”

GOP leader 
says Burris 
needs to 
step down 

Just as Illinois was moving past the agony and 
embarrassment of former Gov Rod Blagojevich’s 
ousting, the fellow Democrat whom Blagojevich 
appointed to the U.S. Senate was hearing calls for 
his own resignation Sunday amid allegations he 
lied to legislators. 

Freshman Sen. Roland Burris released an affi- 
davit on Saturday that contradicts his statements 
last month to a House committee investigating 
Blagojevich’s impeach- 
ment. 

“I can’t believe 
anything that comes 
out of Mr. Burris at 
this point,” Rep. Jim 
Durkin, the impeach- 
ment committee’s 
ranking Republican, 
said at a news confer- 
ence Sunday “I think 
it would be in the best 
interest of the state if he ^ 
resigned because I don’t 
think the state can stand this anymore.” 

Gov Pat Quinn called on Burris to explain the 
contradiction. 

“My opinion is that he owes the people of 
Illinois a complete explanation,” Quinn said, 
according to spokesman Bob Reed. 

Durkin, the impeachment committee’s rank- 
ing Republican, and House Republican Leader 
Tom Cross also want an investigation of Burris 
for possible perjury 

It’s not clear what action state legislators could 
now take against Burris, said Northwestern 
University law professor and former Illinois 
Comptroller Dawn Clark Netsch. 

“I’m not aware that anything quite like this has 
happened in any state before,” she said. 

Burris said Sunday he didn’t have any inappro- 
priate contact with Blagojevich allies about his 
Senate seat, and he defended his evolving expla- 
nation of what happened as an effort to make 
sure all the information comes out. 

He called a news conference to explain why 
he quietly filed the supplemental affidavit with 
Illinois House lawmakers that for the first time 
acknowledged his contacts with five Blagojevich 
allies, nearly a month after he testified under 
oath about how he got the Senate seat. 

“I conducted myself with honor,” Burris said 
at a combative afternoon news conference, 
where his attorney repeatedly stepped in to try 
to answer questions as reporters insisted the 
senator take the microphone.

BUFFALO The commuter plane that 
crashed near Buffalo was on autopilot 
when it went down in icy weather, indicat- 
ing that the pilot may have violated federal 
safety recommendations and the airline’s 
own policy for flying in such conditions, a 
federal official said Sunday 

Steve Chealander, a National 
Transportation Safety Board member, 
said the company that operated the flight 
recommends pilots fly manually in icy 
conditions. Pilots are required to do so in 
severe ice. 


“You may be able in a manual mode to 
sense something sooner than the autopilot 
can sense it,” Chealander told The 
Associated Press in an interview, explaining 
why the NTSB also recommends that pilots 
disengage the autopilot in icy conditions. 

The preliminary investigation indicates 
the autopilot was still on when the plane 
crashed, he said. That has not been 
confirmed by information from the plane’s 
flight data recorder. 

The pilots of Continental Flight 3407 
discussed “significant” ice buildup on 


their wings and windshield just before 
crashing Thursday night in a suburban 
neighborhood near the Buffalo airport. 
Fifty people were killed. 

The flight was run by Colgan Air, which 
operates a fleet of 51 regional turboprops 
for Continental Connection, United 
Express and US Airways Express. 

In a December safety alert issued by 
the NTSB, the agency said pilots in icy 
conditions should turn off or limit the use 
of the autopilot to better “feel” changes in 
the handling qualities of the airplane.

Man bitten 
by rattlesnake 
sues Wal-Mart 


B FT. LAUDERDALE Wal-Mart is 
full of signs highlighting low 
prices, but there should be another 
warning customers they might be 
attacked by snakes on the premises, 
a bitten Hollywood, Fla., shopper 
says. 

Jay Richitelli filed suit because 
a venomous pygmy rattlesnake bit 
him in the lawn and garden section 
of the Wal-Mart Supercenter in 
Pembroke Pines, Fla. He is seeking 
an unspecified amount in monetary 
damages, and his attorneys said his 
medical bills for the attack July 6 
could top $100,000. 

Richitelli, 42, was the third 
Floridian within a three-year span 
to fall victim to a pygmy rattler— a 
small, ill-tempered snake — slithering 
around a Wal-Mart garden center. 
Two men were attacked in separate 
incidents in 2006 at stores in 
Central Florida. Wal-Mart declined 
to discuss the attack because of the 
pending litigation. 

“The safety of our customers 
is always the top priority,” said 
Michelle Bradford, a spokeswoman 
at the chain’s headquarters in 
Bentonville, Ark. 

Snake attacks at department store 
garden centers are rare, said Miami-

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. The rain finally fell on 
Daytona, then it took another 20 minutes for 
the real downpour. 

Matt Kenseth, the quiet, unassuming for- 
mer NASCAR champ who had never been in 
contention at the Daytona 500, cried as he 
celebrated the biggest victory of his career 
in Sunday’s rain-shortened running of The 
Great American Race. It was an unexpected 
show of emotion for one of NASCAR’s most 
underappreciated stars. 

Then again, he’d waited a decade for a legiti- 
mate shot at the Super Bowl of stock cars. And 
the failures and frustrations of late had started 
to wear on the 2003 series champion, who 
vented to his wife just the day before the 500. 

“I was telling her, ‘Man, I’m really getting 
fed up with not winning, with not being a 
contender,’ ” he said. “It was actually start- 
ing to weigh on me more than we thought. 
We haven’t been a serious contender for the 
championship for a few years. To be able to 
put it all together, be able to win the race, is 
pretty overwhelming.”

Rain hung over Daytona International 
Speedway all day Sunday, turning the season- 
opening event into a race against Mother 
Nature. 

Elliott Sadler prayed for the sky to open up 
when he was out front, but he was answered a 
tick too late. Kenseth used a huge push from 
Kevin Harvick to slide past Sadler 54 laps 
from the finish, and mere seconds before Aric 


Almirola spun to bring out a caution. 

That’s when the rain began, and after two 
caution laps, NASCAR sent the drivers to 
pit road to wait out the storm. Most drivers 
climbed from their cars to await NASCAR’s 
decision, but Kenseth stayed put through the 
delay 

“I actually am a pretty emotional guy You 
guys just don’t always really see it,” he said. “I 
just wanted to wait until it was either over or 
we were going to go race again. I didn’t want 
to let my emotions get too high one way or 
another.” 

The race was called after 152 of 200 laps. 
It was just the fourth rain-shortened 500 in 
race’s 51-year history, and first since Michael 
Waltrip ’s 2003 victory 

No one will blame Kenseth if he worries 
next year NASCAR will allow rain tires and 
windshield wipers. After all, NASCAR over- 
hauled its championship-deciding system a 
month after Kenseth’s bland 2003 title run. 

“Man, I’m going to go paint the town 
plaid,” he deadpanned to a columnist who in 
2003 wrote Kenseth has no personality 



Jr. starts big accident 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. Dale Earnhardt Jr. trig- 
gered a nine-car accident in the Daytona 
500 that knocked rival Kyle Busch out of 
NASCAR’s biggest event of the year. 

Busch had led a race-high 88 laps before the 
accident, which came just after a restart with 
75 laps to go in Sunday’s race. 

Earnhardt had just made his second mis- 
take of the day in the pits when he pulled his 
car too far out of his stall. He was penalized 
one lap and returned to racing intent on put- 
ting himself in position to get back onto the 
lead lap. 


He was racing with Brian Vickers, also a 
lap down, who blocked the move by pushing 
Earnhardt down below the yellow out-of- 
bounds line. 

When Earnhardt re-entered the racing sur- 
face, he clipped the left-rear ofVickers’ car to 
trigger the accident. 

“My goal is to keep Junior behind me,” 
Vickers said. “I went to block him. I beat him 
to the yellow line, and then he just turned us. 
To wreck somebody intentionally like that in 
front of the entire field is really kind of dan- 
gerous.” AP

GLENDALE, Ariz. White Sox manager Ozzie Guillen raved about his team’s 
new state-of-the-art Spring Training home on the first day of workouts for 
pitchers and catchers Sunday And why not? 

It was an easy topic to address with the sun shining over the sprawling 
141-acre complex northwest of Phoenix. 

“Unbelievable. Spoiled. Great,” Guillen said of the park the White Sox 
will share with the L.A. Dodgers, one that includes a small lake separating 
the two facilities and a 13,0 00 -seat stadium. 

Guillen also had an opinion regarding baseball’s most recent entanglement 
with steroids, especially after Alex Rodriguez’s admission he used banned 
substances. 

At least he’s got 
the guts and went out and admitted it,” Guillen said. “It’s something you 
don’t want to come up every spring training talking about the same issue.

Removing the dark cloud of the steroid era is a nearly impossible task, but 
Guillen said baseball must make an effort and move forward. 

“We should apologize to the fans, truly I think everybody involved in this 
game, you have to do something. I think everybody should feel guilty about 
it. I think everybody should know about it. The thing I worry about, I care, 
is what happens in 2009 and in the future,” Guillen said. 

“In 2009, whoever gets caught, do something really drastic about this, and 
people will start to believe.” 


Jenks closes the book 
on writer’s allegations 

Bobby Jenks’ past has been resurrected, but he 
knows he has behaved in a manner acceptable to 
the White Sox, on and off the field, since joining 
the organization in 2005. 

That’s why Jenks scoffed about stories of his 
rocky stint as an L.A. Angels minor-league pitcher 
that have been recounted in a book by Matt 
McCarthy, a former Angels minor-leaguer who 
went on to attend Harvard Medical School.

Consumers taking vinyl for spin

As album sales plummeted in 2008 for the 
seventh time in eight years, there was one 
bright spot for a music industry still in love 
with physical products: Sales of vinyl records 
increased by nearly 90 percent. 

That’s right, they still make vinyl. 
Consumers bought almost 1.9 million new 
LPs in 2008, the most since Nielsen SoundScan 
started keeping track in 1991. That’s a mere 
fraction of the total music sold in 2008 — 1.5 
billion units, which accounts for albums, sin- 
gles, digital tracks and music videos. But it’s a 
strong showing for a format thought to have 
begun its death spiral with the introduction of 
the compact disc 25 years ago. 

Actually, the dominance of digital music is 
part of what has sparked a resurgent interest 
in vinyl, say some in the music industry 
“Ultimately, I think in some form it is 
a backlash against technology,” says Jack 
Tieleman, who owns the small Canadian label 
Lance Rock. “There is something special 
about having to look after your purchase.” 


Tieleman, whose label has put out vinyl edi- 
tions of CD releases by country-noir singer 
Neko Case, stopped making compact discs 
five years ago to focus on LPs. 

It’s not just indie labels that are keeping 
vinyl alive. EMI has been reissuing some of 
the most revered records on its Capitol and 
Virgin labels, including albums by the Beatles, 
Roxy Music and Radiohead, along with new 
albums by Brian Wilson and Glen Campbell. 

The full Ben Harper catalog is due out on 
wax in February, and EMI plans to rerelease 
albums by the Beach Boys and selections from 
its Blue Note jazz label later in 2009. 

Each LP is remastered and pressed on 180- 
gram audiophile-quality vinyl and, in the case 
of older albums, the label re-creates the origi- 
nal packaging, down to stickers and posters. 

The reissues are attracting music fans of 
all ages, says Jason Boyd, senior director of 
catalog sales at EMI. 

“It’s not like it’s going to take over CDs or 
digital sales, but it’s viable and it’s a physical 
piece that people want.”

NEW FASHION TRENDS 
MAY BE TOO MUCH

When Muhammad Shabazz steps out, he 
does it with style. 

An assortment of sneakers, rings and eye- 
glasses set off his wardrobe, the 28-year-old 
marketing executive and party promoter told 
RedEye. 

Vivid color also is key to what Shabazz calls 
“his look,” a fusion of street gear and high 
fashion. 

“Fm a darker- skinned brother, so most 
tones work with me,” Shabazz, who lives in 
Woodlawn, said of his colorful couture. “Fm 
secure in myself Real men can wear pink.” 

Shabazz is one of a number of local men 
who said they feel more comfortable express- 
ing their individuality through increasingly 
edgy wardrobes. 

An increasing investment in personal style 
is a trend that Bucktown boutique co-owner 
Sarah Blessing is seeing more of in her store. 
Apartment Number 9, where former Levi’s 
loyalists are trying out pricey denim and 
tighter-fitting jeans. 

“Guys are much more vain than ever 
before,” Blessing said. “They come in, try on 
clothes and stand in the mirror for, like, hours 
trying to get the right look, and they are much 
more willing to try new things.” 

Yet despite more freedom in fashion, locals 
say there are lines they still won’t cross — 
shapewear and man bags, to name a few 

There’s even a fancy-man backlash grow- 
ing within the rap community as white T’s 
and baggy jeans are giving way to scarves, 
fitted clothes and eclectic color. A two-part 
viral video called “The Facts”— released by an 
underground South Side artist— lambastes rap- 
pers including Kanye West, Pharrell Williams, 
Snoop Dogg and evenT.L for wearing skinny 
jeans, tight T-shirts and “glitter” belts. 

The level of vitriol in the video is uncalled 
for, according to Mikkel Nance, a 28 -year-old 
educator and rapper who lives in Chatham.

“I thought heavier men would want this 
product,” said Thibeaux, who said she offi- 
cially began selling Sculptees in January “But 
we’re finding that men who work out, and 
that includes my husband, buy it because it’s 
comfortable and gives you that ‘just worked 
out’ look.” 

Sculptees range in price from $38 to $78, 
according to Thibeaux who said sales start- 
ed slowly but have been brisk over the last 
month. Chatham’s Nance, a.k.a. Mikkey 
Halsted, said he would stop short of firming 
undergarments . 

“Fm already in good shape and I can’t see 
myself in anything in any way restraining,” 
Nance said. “... There’s nothing wrong with

Don’t be scurred of the dark gray scarf with 
hot pink tassels at Apartment Number 9, 
Blessing said. Increasingly, customers at 
the men’s clothing boutique are embracing 
vibrant colors. 

“We’ll see a guy wander over to a blue shirt, 
then see the lavender next to it and real- 
ize that color would look good with his suit 
too,” said Blessing, who, along with her sister 
Amy, own and operate two other stores of 
the same name in Santa Monica and Beverly 
Hills, Calif 

Lavenders and pinks are particularly hot 
right now, according to Willie Hearan, a styl- 
ist and owner at the Austin neighborhood 
men’s boutique Another Fashion, Inc. “My 
clients are getting adventurous,” he said.
